Hold Meeting 
In Ballroom 
Of Union atS 

Resolution WiU 
Request Atomic 
Control Action 



As a result of a petition present- 
ed to the Students' Council yester- 
day afternoon, a meeting of the 
Students' Society has been called 
for Friday, Nov. 16, .at S p.m. in 
the Union Ballroom, in order to 
discuss the problems of Atomic 
Energy "with the object of formulat- 
ing an opinion representative of 
the McGlll Students' Society." The 
holding of such a meeting brings 
McGlU In line with snveral Am- 
erican universities which have 
taken similar action. Signed bv 
over 500 students, the petition read 
as follows: 

"Whereas, the Heads of the gov- 
ernments of Canada, the United 
States and Great Britain are at 
present meeting In Washington. 
O.C, on the problems of Atomic 
Energy, and 

"'"Whereas, we the students of 
McGill University are seriously 
concerned with these problems, 

"Therefore, we petition the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council to call a 
meeting of the Students' Society 
for Friday, November 16, at 6 p.m. 
in the Union Ballroom in order to 
enable the student body to discuss 
these problems with the object, of 
formulating an opinion représenta 
tive of the McGlll Students' So- 
ciety, to be forwarded to the cou' 
ference on Atomic Power now 
meeting in Washington, D.C." 

A resolution to be presented to 
the meeting urges that a system 
of international control of the uses 
of atomic energy be set up, and 
that a conference of representa- 
tives of Great Britain, the United 
States and Russia meet to draw 
up a control plan. In its second 
part the resolution further urges 
that a method be formulated by the 
Government of Canada for the pro- 
per control and direction of scien- 
tific research, with special atten- 
tion to the domestic uses of atomic 
energy.

Science, First Year 
Agriculture, First and Second 
Years of Home Economics, and 
First Year Engineering with cer- 
tain exceptions in Architecture 
and Interior Decoration.

Follows Banquet 

About sixty undergraduate stu 
dents of the Faculty of Engineer 
ing forced an entry into the Koyal 
Victoria College last night follow 
Ing the conclusion of their class 
banquet In the McGlU Union. - 

They marched upon the women's 
residence shortly after lO.lS pjn., 
and, attempting to effect an entry, 
were turned back when the porter 
locked the door and 'secured the 
windows facing the porch. 

The students remained m front 
of the building for several minutes 
and then found an opening by fore 
ing a basement window. Eight or 
10 students entered the building 
in this manner, while the remann- 
der of the group effected an en- 
trance through the front door, 
which had been temporarily open 
ed to admit some returning resi' 
dents. 

Some 40 to 50 students entered 
this way and spread out through 
the residence as far as the third 
floor. They withdrew after threats 
of. police. Intervention. 

The group also entered the Alpha 
house and Strathcona Hall, steal 
ing several articles of clothing and 
soaking some of the girls with

Prof. Laviolette Explains Issue 
Facing All Japanese in Canada

"The Japanese problem In Brit- 
ish Columbia is only one phase of 
the entire Oriental problem," stat- 
ed Professor Forrest Laviolette in 
a talk yesterday in the Union Ball- 
room. The address, sponsored by 
eight campus organizations, was 
attended by over seventy-five stu- 
dents, and there seemed to be a 
great deal of Interest shown In the 
topic under discussion. . 

In the first portion of t^è session 
Prot Laviolette set' forth the Im- 
portant facts constituting the prob- 
lem of what to do with the Nip- 
ponese Canadians. Many of them 
are Gitl;ens by naturalization or 
by birth, and although there have 
been many Malms of their Illegal 
entry, in 1D31 the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police checked the citi- 
zen^ip of all the Japanese In the 
West and all those here illegally 
were deported back to Japan. 
There Is' an organization' in Brlt<

Ish Columbia, which devotes Itself 
exclusively to advocating the de- 
Dortation of all the Japanese in 
Canada.. It Is called the Japanese 
Repatriation League, formerly 
known as the White League of. 
Canada. The members send letters 
and petitions to Parliament, and 
collect money from British Colum- 
bia businessmen who would like to 
see tlie country rid of the Japan- 
ese. 

' After tiie formal part of the 
meeting, the talk by Dr. Laviolette, 
was over, there was a question 
period open to the audience In gen- 
eral. There were no conclusions 
drawn as to the settlement of the 
problem, and there was no call for 
any action to be taken, pendmg 
the decision of the Students So- 
ciety. There were ^nany questions 
asked pertinent to the topic, all 
satisfactorUy answered by Prof. 
Uvlolette.

Biochemical Work as Much as Nuclear 
Physics, According to Thompson

steel partitions containing a body 
ol water ten feet in width. The 
water will be drained and the 
slabs removed when it is necessary 
to use the entrance. 

An underground passage will 
join the cyclotron room and the 
radiation laboratory. It 'will be 
right-angled In two places, thus 
effectively blocking most of the 
rays, and the amount that do 
escape can be measured In the seg- 
ments of tlie passage. The machine 
ItseU^wUl be managed by.-remote 
'cm^l|ibom the main buUding, to 
be' rampietely fhreproot 

With thé elaborate protection 
provided the operators of this ma- 
chine will be as safe as those who 
encounter experimental X-Ray 
tubes. 



The building housing* the cyclo- 
tron Is to be a rectangular two- 
storey concrete construction, with 
a mound-shaped wing at one side. 
The machine Itself will be in this 
mound. The shape of the room is 
due to the atom-smasher's unusual 
features, which are mainly con- 
cerned with the protection of the 
operators from neutron and gamma 
radiations. 

The room will be box-shaped 
with concrete walls and celling two 
feet thick; "The exterior will' be 
completely overlaid, with ten feet 
of earth. À small opening at one 
end of the mound will allow the 
transportation of heavy machinery, 
and protection wûl be maintaine'd 
at this point by means of a water 
gate. This will consist of two heavy

"The Gonstnictlon of the new 
cyclotron at McGlll Is of tremend- 
ous importance to biochemical re- 
search and, indirectly, to medicine. 
It might well be fully as important 
to the medical sciences as it is to 
nuclear physics." 

This opinion was voiced by Dr. 
Thompson, of the Biochemistry 
Department, yesterday when ques- 
tioned on the new cyclotron de- 
velopment here. 

Dr. Thompson emphasized that 
this particular facet of cyclotron 
research was comparatively un- 
known by the public, which as- 
sociated the huge apparatus only 
with the investigation of energy 
and matter. Dr. Foster, in charge 
of the cyclotron's construction, en- 
.dorsed this statement. ' 

In the words of Dr. Foster, con- 



struction of the cyclotron is not 
something which has been suddenly 
decided upon, but it is a pro- 
ject which has been planned for a 
number of years. According to the 
same source, construction would 
have started in 1930 had it not been 
for the outbreak of the war. 

It has been stated by a spokes- 
man that as construction progress- 
es, some of the designing and con- 
struction of the more technical ap- 
paratus will be done by graduate 
students who have done previous 
search in nuclear physics. 

The cyclotron which is to be the 
first in Canada and one of the larg- 
est in use. Is hoped by those in 
charge of design to be the first of 
many developmentat McGill in 
thU field.

Players' Club to Offer 
'Granite' as Production 

McGill University will start 
immediate construction on a 
Inboratof}' and 25 million elect- 
ron volt Cyolotron, the first 
venture of its kind in Canada, 
it was announced last night by 
Principal F. Cyril James, fol- 
lowing a meeting of the iBoard 
of Governors. 

The new Cyclotron and Radiation 
Laboratory Is to be built north o( 
the Biological Building on the site 
of the present greenhouses. Archi- 
tects for the project are Fether- 
stonhaugh and Dumford, • with Mc- 
DougaU and Friedman acting as 
.Consulting Engineers. The con- 
tracts for the ■ construction of the 
building have been given to Messrs. 
E. G. M. Cape & Company, 

Cost of the S75-ton "atom 
smasher and the adjacent labora- 
tory Is estimated at over a quarter 
of a million doUars. It is considered 
Invaluable in connection with the 
study of nuclear physics and atomic 
energy and has potential uses in 
the fields of Bio-chemistry and 
Medicine. 

Professor J. S. Foster,:Macdonald 
Professor of Physics^afMcGIll' Uni- 
versity, has for many years been 
working on plans for the Cyclo- 
iron. By the summer of 1939 con« 
siderable progress had been made, 
and, had It not been for the out- 
break, of war, construction would 
have started that year. During the 
time, while Professor Foster was 
engaged in other important war re- 
searches at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, substantial pro* 
grass was made in the knowledge 
of the apparatus necessary, for in- 
vestigations in the field of nuclear 
physics. Therefore when Profes- 
sor Foster was recalled last year it 
was to direct and plan the con- 
struction of a very much mora 
elaborate and powerful instrumenf 
than bad been envisaged six yeari 
ago. 

The Cyclotron Is generally con- 
sidered an essential tool for inves- 
tigations of atomic energy. Through 
lepeated accelerations at 400,000 
volts- each, it will give heavy hy- 
drogen nuclei a final energy of at 
least twenty-five million electron

Â ratlicr incongruouB situation has arisen. 
On tlie one i)and students males claims to be 
leaders in a community, expressing opinions and 
ideals which they expect other people to take 
into consideration, and on the other hand they 
behave like irresponsible vandals. Granted there 
are two sides to every question, one cafi liardly 
view tho exhibition by a group of students such 
as was given last night with anything like a fav- 
ourable attitude. 

To many citizens this exhibition will appear 
as a disgraceful act which verifies their opinion 
that, univ^çr^ite.studcnts should be out earning 
a living at ;Goinç more profitable business;. to. 
the more'-lehlcnl'it will appear only as another' 
outburst of college "spirit." To the students 
themselves it should &cr\'e as a lesson in how 
not to behave if one is to gain and maintain the 
respect of the community which university stud- 
ents have always sought to attain. 

Certainly the actual damage done will amount 
to little in-thc mere monetary sense of the word, 
but in the morol and psychological effects such 
actions will lower the status of a university in 
a community. And this is the lanientoble fact 
about the whole situation. If McGill students 
are to exert any worthwhile influence in Can- 
ada either today or in the future, they must ac- 
cept a certain responsibility. This responsibility 
is accepted by every member of our community. 

The blame for the exhibition which took 
place last night may be laid at the feet of those 

Eartioipliting by the university authorities and 
y the students, but the fact remains that in the 
public eye it is "those college students again," 
and no matter how unjust this may appear to 
many^ we must accept this responsibility.

Hugh McLennan 
Discusses

"Writing is not a profession, it's 
a doom^' said Dr. Hugh McLcan- 
nan at a recent informal mceUng 
of the Sociological Society in the 
R.V.C. Common Room. Bom in 
Canada, the author of "Two Soli- 
tudes" received his B.A. degree 
from Dalhousie University, and 
subsequently studied, in England, 
and at Princeton University. Con- 
sequently, he speaks with a mixt- 
ure of Canadian, English and 
Princeton accents, plus a, slight 
southern drawl. 

The contrast between Dr. McLen- 
nan and tht author who might 
reasonably have been expected to 
have written "Two Solitudes" could 
hardly have been greater. It augers 
well that a man with a Scotch 
Presbyterian background, ■ - whose 
sympathies might reasonably be 
expected to ally themselves with 
the cultural heritage of England, 
or English Canada should so force- 
fully interpret the spirit of French 
Canada. 

To the penetration and under- 
standing of the underlying factors 
which motivate the French and 
English speaking peoples of Can-

oda, Dr. McLennan adds a brilliant 
power ot character delineation. 
Athenase Tallard wlll> remain with 
us as a powerfully drawn figure 
long after the actual structure of 
the story is' forgotten. 

"One of the biggest myths," said 
Dr. McLennan, "Is that artists are 
brillant They're not Personally, 
I U7 to 'be objective. I don't agree 
that artists always see the obvious, 
when other people fail to. Art is 
98* perspiration and. 2ft 'inspira- 
tion, but. the 2% is mighty Im- 
portant Scuctimes it comes, but 
usually not* ' 

Asked whether he believed that 
there is any future for Canadian 
literature, he answered that one of 
the most encouraging features 
about Canadian work is what is 
being done in French. "However, 
when you write about Canada," he 
said, "you not only have 1,(0 write 
the play, but you miist'^biilld the 
stage as well." 

In reply to the question, "Do you 
believe that Canada ' can ever 
evolve a culture distinctly her own, 
Dr. McLennan replied, "If a syn- 
thesis of the French Canadian and 
English cultures is impossible, I 



The title of his book is part of 
a quotation, and is explanatory of 
his novel and of his attitude. Wc 
may gather that if French and 
English speaking Canada are not 
identical, they are . nevertheless in- 
tegral parts of the whole, for tho 
quotation reads, "Two solitudes 
protect and touch and greet each 
other." 



CLARIFICA'nON 
To the Editor, McGill Dally:, 

Dear Sir,— I have deemed it 
necessary to clarify some concepts 
that might lead to false conclusions 
to readers of the Daily of the 12th 
of this month, presenting some of 
my assertions— not the most im- 
portant ones— called forth by my 
speech at the inaugural session of 
the Spanish Club. On that occasion 
I dealt with' some aspects of 
Chilean Democracy, and in the 
light of principles established dur- 
ing the best part of it 1 made a 
brief analysis of the chief political 
parties in my country. I am afraid 
of a great misunderstanding of my 
position as Impartial observer, and 
I have sufficient ground to believe 
that I have been unjustly sided up 
with Communism. If I were a Com- 
munist that would not disturb me 
in the least, but it happens that my 
political ideology is far from being 
Marxist I will endeavour, there- 
fore, to add some enllghtment to 
some of the most delicate points 
In the report made by the Daily. 

I do not pretend to say that tho 
conclusions noted down by the re- 
porter are not a part of what I said 
at the time. The fact Is that speech 
has such organic unity that it ren- 
ders false parts of it, when con- 
sidered independently of the whole. 
Or perhaps I did not sufficlenUy 
stress on some points which were 
likely to be misunderstood. 

In the first place, outlining the 
rapid growth of Communism, a 
growth in the main attributable to 
administrative labor on the part ot 
the traditional groups, I asserted 
that the Communist Fart/ was at 
present the strongest one and this 
strength should not be understood 
in the sense of having the largest 
number ot voters. Conservatives 
and Liberals outnumber the Com- 
munists. From a sociological point 
of view we might say that while 
the old parties are still in a state of 
mass organization In which the in- 
dividual Is not merged Into the 
group, the Communist Party 
gathers strength from the spurt oi 
discipline and the personal zeal of 
Its members. Communist leaders 
are working out the concept of a 
party as being "in form" and they 
submit thek affiliates to what they 
term "revolutionary 'gymnutlcs." 
In other words they keep the party 
up to any emergency. 

On the other hand, I declared 
conservatively, and warned against 
misconceptions, that such as it is, 
the Communist Party is the most 
democratic political group In Chile. 
I was referring to the social stand- 
ing of its partisans. They are 
representatives of the up till now 
downtrodden classes, workers 
peasants, who have been long ne- 
glected by a prlvUeged group; to- 
gether with some amblUous middle- 
class individuals who look upon 
themselves as best fitted for ad- 
ministrative labor. 

It is well to lay stress on the fact 
that the Communist Party, has 
largely contributed to awaken tho 
spirit of the common man, towards 
a realization of. his value as a 
human being. No democracy is pos- 
sible, in my opinion, if the indi- 
vidual entirely ignores his rights 
and duties as on active member of 
a community. But, I also made clear 
that Communism has overempha- 
sised the rights ot the working 
classes, without even mentionhig 
theU: duties, this has resulted in 
most embarrassing conflicts with 
the authorities. In which they, who 
have the strength usually win, a 
fact that has eventually led to n 
deplorable decrease of private en- 
terprise, Automatically a basic fac- 
tor ot democratic relationship has 
been rubbed out

These bullets will be used 
to produce changes in nuclei under 
investigation. Since the average 
energy needed to remove a simple 
particle from any complex nuc 
leus Is seven to eight million elec- 
tron volts. It will be seen that the 
new instrument has an exceptional 
margin for increased efficiency and 
to produce new effects, in the fu- 
ture development of nuclear phy' 
sics in Canada this Cyclotron will 
thus provide the exceptionally high 
energy particles which are essen 
tial to certain investigations. 

Since the end of the war there 
hu been a great increase in the 
enrolment at McGIll ot students in 
graduate studies in Physics. This 
Is in keeping with the worldwide 
interest in physics which the atomic 
bomb and other recent discoveries 
have promoted. About thirty grad 
ualefitudents now at McGiU plan 
to specialize in nuclear physics, 
and an appreciable increase In this 
number n\ay be expected in a few 
years.

Dawson Professor 
Discusses Housing 



Physicists' Cooperation 
Needed by Arclutects 
Declares Marshall 

Dr. Marshall, during the war at 
Ottawa with the Research Coun- 
cil, now Dawson . prof essor, spoke 
last night to the architects on phy- 
sics as applied' to housing. 

The primary object of housing, 
he said, .was shelter from harsh 
weather, 'this being a function of 
the structure, as were its perman- 
ence and economy ot erection. But, 
In addition, amenities must be con- 
ered — warmth. ' ventilation, light, 
quiet, view— and these' the physi- 
cist could study scientifically. As 
an example he discussed the effect 
of daylight entering through, a 
window and its general inade- 
quacy for work within- the' room. 
The physical, problem suggested is 
how to make light available from 
secondary sources such as wall 
surfaces. This problem, however, 
must be studied in relation to. the 
other questions ot heat, ventila- 
tion, etc^ld problems for which 
the many new techniques available 
might provide a better solution. 

The architect's function, he con 
sidered, was that ot synthesis, but 
tha^physlcist should scientifically 
measii'rb and demonstrate the ele 
mehts involved, perhaps find opti 
miiin conditions, which the archi- 
tect could apply. Research lab- 
oratories for this purpose mlgiit be 
set up at the university.

Moreover! they have realized the 
Importance of trade unions and 
solidarity, with result in higher 
wages. (The problem as the reader 
may easily understm ^lr In no 
way solved. To a'^S^sfSr wages, 
corresponds a raise^.ih' the cost of 
living, and price-control is ineffi- 
cient) But It was natural thus, for 
reasons explained above, that they 
would turn their eyes upon the 
sole political party which has oh 
tained franchisés and privileges for 
them. 

I But then I manifested my fears 
that it Communism should take 
over public administration, demoC' 
racy might fall Ufeless at the feet 
of those who stepped on her to 
ascend to power.

For hatred and 
intolerance make living together a 
warfleld, with long rows 'of deso 
late crosses which sob over their 
dreadful loneliness. 

There is many a problem lying 
ahead of us. It, good will and sin' 
cere spirit ot cooperation, do not 
reign supreme, over meetings and 
assemblies, I cannot think how we 
are going to achieve a . lasting 
peace, , " 

I am sorry this concept, did not 
find' sympathetic echo in whoever 
wroie the report I think I clearly 
expressed my apprehensions that 
Communist leaders are hiding be 
hind I a mask, ready to be thrown 
aWaywhen the time comes. But 
this would mean their misguided 
spirit had profited nothing by the 
suffering and Hardship of the last 
few, years. And I have too much 
confidence in the spirit of my tel 
low countrymen— whicli tolerate no 
yoke, no form ot slavery whatso 
ever— to believe that they would 
let themselves be fooled for long, 

And lastly I want to lay stress 
once- more on the wonderful work 
teachers are carrying on in Chile, 
the seeds ot Christian love, brother- 
hood, and tolerance are being Kat- 
tered to the four winds. That Is 
why I emphatically affirm in Chile 
democracy is well under way.
